to  l)t  called  the  "  British  ("(dumbia  Pilot  Fund,"  which  is  to  be 
flevoted  to  the  relnd'  of  superaniiate'd  tir  inlirni  licensed  pilots, 
or  of  their  wives,  widows,  or  children,  or  to  the  assistance  (by 
way  (»f  loan)  to  companies  for  the  support  of  pilot  boats. 

20.  The  Pilotage  Authority  shall  adjust  all  accounts,  and 
pay  to  eiu'h  pilot  the  amount  due  him  at  the  expiration  of  eveiy 
three  months. 

21.  In  <'ases  where  r  vessel  shall  be  in  tow  of  u  steam  ves- 
sel, the  pilot  on  board  tin  vessel  towed  shall  have  the  command 
and  <lirect?^)n  of  both  vessels  so  long  as  the  steamer  shall  be  fast 
to  the  other  vessel. 

22.  Every  lieen.sed  pilot  shall,  when  in  charge  of  any  vessel, 
exercise  the  utmost  diligence  and  attention  in  the  jn'oseeution  of 
his  duty. 

23.  No  licensed  pilot  sliall  be  absent  from  duty,  nor  hi' 
otherwise  em^doyed  than  as  a  pilot,  without  leave,  jn'eviously 
obtained  in  writing  from  the  Pilotage  Authority. 

24.  Wheucver.any  accident  shall  occur  to  or  be  caused  by  any 
vessel  whilst  in  charge  of  a  pilot,  it  shall  be   the   duty  of  suoli 
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pilot  forthwith,  after  he  shiill  have  ceased  to  be  in  actual  charge 
of  such  vessel,  to  repair  to  the  office  of  the  Pilotage  Authority 
anJi  .here  report  iu  writing  the  accident  that  has  occurred,  and 
in  default  of  his  so  doing,  such  pilot  shall  for  each  and  every 
such  default  forfeit  and  i)ay  a  penalty  not  exceeding  forty 
dollars,  and  in  the  nioantinie  the  license  of  such  jiilot  shall  be 
suspended  and  delivoi-ed  to  the  Pilotage  Authority  pending 
ehquiry. 

2").  Any  licentsed  pilot  not  (complying  with  the  By-Laws  or 
evading  the  sense  intent,  or  meaning  of  any  or  either  of  them, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  j^enalty  not  exceeding  forty  dollars  for  the 
breach  of  such  By-Law,  with,  in  case  of  a  continuing  l)reach. 
a  further  penalty  not  exceeding  four  dollars  for  ever  24  hours 
during  which  such  breach  continues,  and  shall,  in  addition  to 
such  penalty,  l)e  liable  to  have  his  license  withdrawn  or  suspend- 
ed at  the  discretion  of  the  Pilotage  Authority. 

2(!.  Every  licensed  })ilot  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
appear  Ixifore  the  Pilotage  Authority  after  t\Tenty-fonr  hours 
notice,  wlien  his  attendance  shall  be  required  by  the'ni  on  any 
occasion,  or  who  shall  give  any  unnecessary  trouble  or  annoy- 
ance, or  detention  to  masters  of  vessels,  shall  for  every  such 
otfen<'e  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  forty  dollars,  and 
also  to  suspension  or  dismissal  at  the  discretion  of  the  Pilotage 
Authority. 

27.  All  questions  or  disputes  arising  between  pilots,  masters 
of  vessels  and  others  repecting  pilotage,  or  for  any  extra  remun- 
eration in  cases  of  any  extraordinary  nature  shall  be  siibmitted  to 
the  Pilotage  Authority  to  be  adjusted  and  decided  h\  them  and 
the  decision  of  the  Pilotage  Authority  respecting  all  such  ques- 
tions and  disjjutes  shiill  be  final  and  binding  on  all  parties. 

28.  Any  pilot  may  be  deprived  of  his  li(;ense  before  the  ex- 
piration thereof  for  the  following  causes: 

(1.)  For  neglecting  for  21)  days  after  receipt  of  any  money 
uu'ler  or  by  virtue  of  these  uv  any  otli«u'  By-Laws  to  pay 
the  same  over  to  the  Pilotage  Authority. 

(2.)  For  rendering  a  false  account  to  the  Pilotage  Authority 
of  pilotage  received. 

(3.)  For  intoxication  whetlier  tlie  same  shall  occur  while  in 
charge  of  a  vessel,  when  required  for  <luty  »)r  for  habit- 
ual drunkenness. 

(4.)   For  incapacitN  tlirough  mental  or  bodily  infirmity.
